4. Listen briefly for dial tone confirming you are on autopatch. 
5. Punch in the number you are calling. 


6. While waiting for number to ring and answer, state your call-sign 
and number called: "K4SCL calling 58) 0984." 


7. When party answers, advise him you are calling via amateur radio 
autopatch, giving sufficient detail to warn the party that whatever he 
says may be heard by others besides yourself and that bad language is not 
acceptable. Make this as brief as possible, using your good ‘judgement as 
to what is necessary based on your knowledge of the person called. 

8. Complete the conversation briefly. 


9. State time clearing autopatch: "KASCL clearing autopatch at 9:53." 
Approximate is OX. This helps us determine time of events recorded. 


10. Punch autopatch disconnect code. 


11. Clear with repeater: “WR4ALK this is K4SCL clear."
